SomME months since, in tracing in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, the gradual develop- 
ment of syndicalism in France and Italy, it 
was pointed out that the fundamental weak- 
ness of the movement lay in what might be 
termed its anarchic doctrine of the oblitera- 
tion of the state. No one who is accustomed 
to thinking would care to deny that many 
| ideas which, a generation or less ago, would 
—~ have been regarded as theoretically socialistic, 
have been mellowed in practise into conservative principles. The 
state remains, and the world still turns on its axis in spite of these 
changes. The England of the Labor party is not less different from 
the England of the early Radicals, than the England of the early 
Kadicals was from the England of the Puritans, or that again from 
the England of Wycliffe and the Lollards.- In such circumstances, it 
1. well to remember that ideas, because they are revolutionary, are 
10t necessarily foredoomed to failure and extinction, and when they 
are weighed, must be weighed against something more substantial 
than prejudice. 

At the same time it is well to recollect that because ideas are 
novel and brilliant, they are not, ipso facto, models of political and 
social wisdom. Macaulay’s story of the “oracle of the barn” might 
often be remembered with advantage. Convicted of stealing and 
publicly flogged, he returned to his barn and preached on the tollow- 
ing Sunday from the text, “Thrice was I beaten with rods.” What 
he failed to observe, comments the historian grimly, was that no 
number of beatings were in themselves sufhcient to make a St. Paul. 
Because syndicalism is new enough to have pleased the philosophers 
of the Areopagus, and revolutionary enough to appeal to the hot- 
neads of the uropean proletariat, it is not necessarily the promised 
land ot labor. 

The old trade guild was a unit in the state. The modern trade 
union is a unit in the state. Destroy the state, and reduce the social 
evstem to.an aggregate of unathliated trade unions, and the new con- 
stitution builder may find that he has been tinkering with results 
and that, human nature being inherently selfish, a union of bakers 
may be no more philanthropic than the high finance. The political 
state set its custom houses on its territorial frontiers, and waged its 
economic wars across those frontiers. A syndicalist Kurope might 
approximate “the valley of the 400 forts.”” The bakers’ fort might 
conceivably fix a price for bread as unacceptable to: the butchers’ 
fort as the Austrian tariff on hogs 1s to the Servian pig breeder. 
Again, one wonders whether the tort of the writers, as it regarded 
the fort of the paper makers, would forget that old couplet of Lol- 
lard England: 
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| in Europe 


When Adam delved, and Eve span, 
Who was then a gentleman? 


There was a certain Syrian carpenter who lived some fourteen cen- 
turies before the Lollards, who declared that the meek should inherit 
the earth. It would be well if all men, capitalists, socialists or syn- 
dicalists, would strive to realize the inner meaning of that saying. 
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AMBASSADOR BRYCE, as we understand it, 1s 
not to leave Washington until certain impor- 
tant matters of issue between the United 
States and Great Britain are cleared up. The 
British government wisely decides not to lose 
the advantage of his knowledge and expe- 
rience, not to say of his popularity with the 
American public, at this important juncture. 
The close of Ambassador career 
leaves the United States without a represen- 
tative at the court of St. James just at the time when it is quite impor- 
tant that so much of the negotiations as are still left to ambassadorial 
tact, discretion and insight should be in the hands of a veteran. 
Had the United States a diplomatic service such as it should have, 
1f would be comparatively easy now to shift to London a man who, 
while having the confidence ot the administration at Washington, 
would at the same time have had experience in the fine art of 
inediating in international aftairs. With this experience he not only 
could take up the duties of the post with greater facility and more 
chance of success, but he would have the rightful reward of years 
of loyal service in subordinate positions. The will remain 
vacant and the embassy be placed in charge of a subordinate until 
President Wilson selects a man ot parts trom civilian ranks, as has 
been the custom for so long a time. The Monitor hopes that the 
selection will be on the basis of eminence of character and ability of 
the appointee and not on anything less enduring or admirable.

the same time, he 1s as fully impressed with the necessity of making 
haste slowly in the matter of the assumption of public control of 
private affairs. He seems to have reached the conviction that 
“instead of pressing federal regulation as tar as possible, the real 
desideratum in legislation aftecting business should be to preserve, to 
the greatest extent consistent with the public welfare, the element of 
self regulation.” Legislators and judges of the past have been criti- 
cized of late because they did not build up a judicial system that 
would have prevented the growth of “big business,” but the excuse 
for it will be found in precisely the same reasoning that leads the 
secretary of commerce and labor to intimate strongly that federal 
regulation of business should not be pressed “as far as possible.” 
If the federal authority should undertake to go as “far as pos- 
sible” in the matter of regulating industry, commerce, trade and 


ig 
stop there. It could not, without g one of the fundamentals 
this government, provide restrictions for certain lines of business 
trom which certain other lines would be exempt. It would involve 
itself in all sorts of complications should it, attempt to create and 
aeal with classes. If there is to be federal regulation of business at 
all it must in the end be general. No matter how simply it might 
begin, the principle and precedent of governmental interference wit! 
tle business of the country would necessarily he extended until 
everybody's affairs would be subject to regulation. Legislators and 
courts in the past have seen this clearly, and it has, therefore, been 
their aim to give the individual all the leeway possible, subject to the 
general laws, lest a worse condition should ensue. - Speaking of the 
proposal for a commission that shall have the same control over busi- 
ness that the interstate commerce commission has over the railroads, 
the secretary says: “Jt is possible that by lodging in the commis- 
sion well defined discretion an intelligent purpose may be served. 
Put the obvious danger is that such a commission, once created, will 
soon be vested with other powers.” ‘This, unquestionably, is where 
the difficulty lies. Regulation by the federal goyernment beginning 
with “big business’ must, according to the logic of events; work 
downward until it takes in all kinds of business, even the smallest. 
This is what the law is supposed to do now. In fact, this is 
exactly what the law does now in its general application. That it 
does not do it well; that it seems to favor “big business” and dis- 
criminate against little business, is a reflection upon the administra- 
tion of the law rather than upon the law itself. Secretary Nagel 
sces that existing conditions in the industrial field call loudly for bet- 
icrment. In answer to these he proposes that an effort be made “‘to 
lay down principles of conduct safhciently specific to impose desired 
restraints, at the same time leaving a wide held for individual 
achievement.” It may be that the tuture will demand more than 
this, but, for the present, a stricter enforcement of the law might 
check the lawless while leaving the law-abiding freedom and greater 
opportunity.

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|| ALtTHouGH the government unable to 
| sustain its contention that a general com- 
bination in restraint of trade existed. between 
the detendant roads in the Reading coal case, 
and although the relief sought upon the as- 
sumption of such a combination is denied by 
the United States supreme court in the de- 
cision just handed down, it is held, never- 
theless, that the principal defendants did 
combine for the purpose of shutting out from 
held a projected line of railroad, and for the 
accomplishment of this purpose the court finds that stock consolida- 
tions were brought about with the’intent, not of normally and law- 
tilly developing trade, but of restraining interstate commerce and 
competition in transportation which would have presumably come 
about through the construction and operation of the proposed com- 
peting line of railroads between the mines and tidewater. 

Moreover, the court declares void certain contracts made with 
pre lucers covering between 20 and 25 per cent ot the total annual 
suppiy of coal, known as “the 65 per cent contracts,’ under which 
independent producers bound themselves to deliver the output of 
their mines, or any other mine which they might acquire, to the 
railroad companies tor 65 per cent of the market price at tidewater. 
This arrangement is also pronounced abnormal and in violation of 
the Sherman law. The court adheres to the rule of reason laid down 
7n the Standard Oil case, 
restrain the power to make normal and usual contracts to further 
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holding that Congress does not forbid or 


trade by 1esorting to unusual or abnormal methods; but with due 
regard for this it finds the acts in the present case to be illegal. The 
so-called ‘Temple lron Company and the 65 per cent contracts are 
declared not to be reasonable. “but. on the c ntrary, were abnormal 
in their character and directly tended to, and were intended to, 
illegally iestrain trade and commerce.”

WoMEN in the Empire state favoring politi- 
cal equality of the sexes might remind 
Governor-elect Sulzer of his pledges and 
promises through the medium of a formal 
letter carried by United States mail. They 
also might await the Governor's inauguration 
and then journey to Albany in parlor cars 
and go through the task in a perfunctory 
and conventional way. But they have chosen 
otherwise. Suffragist pedestrians, walking 
from New York city to the state capital, along the, banks of the 
Hudson, are to convey the message. With all the publicity that 
the unique method naturally will attract must come advertisement 
of the cause. In every suburb of the metropolis, in many a town 
and city of the valley, and at Albany itself, the presence of a band 
of pilgrims ardent in propaganda endeavor will force upon citizens 
As a device to provoke discussion of

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To AN extent unusual among consumers of 
food supplies, taking the world by and large, 
residents ot the United States have been 
users of butter made from cow’s milk. With 
alterations in the balance otf population 
between rural and urban districts and with 
a growing disinclination to keep herds to 
serve either as producers of milk and butter 
or as sources of supply for beef, American 
consumers of all three of these products of 
late have had to stop and reckon the cost before buying. The situa- 
tion caused by the operation of what might be called natural cauSes 
would have been disturbing enough to domestic economy and _to 
serenity of manners had there been no other complications. Using 
inethods of concentration of control in the great dairying districts 
of the interior, for five years past a restricted group of capitalists— 
sc says the attorney-general of the United States—has first- prac- 
tically cornered the supply at prices virtually determined by itself. 
Utilizing the cold storage system, the butter has been held until it 
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could be disposed of at rates also practically determined by an itiner 
circle sitting at Elgin, Ill., and issuing its price flats each day from 
that center. 

Some of the practical results of the “squeeze” to which the con- 
sumers have been subjected have been to make butter substitutes, 
non-animal in origin, popular as a concomitant of bread, to promote 
adulterations and to force many families to give up all thought of 
éating butter save on rare occasions. Lhe success with which, in 
certain cities, consumers are now getting eggs that have hitherto 
been handled as a monopoly product, so far as systematic purchase 
over a large area of the country and hoarding of the same could 
accomplish that end, must have some effect on the butter situation, 
even if a civil suit brought by the attorney-general accomplishes 
nothing. Cooperative buying on a large scale by shrewd agents of 
consumers could break the local grip of butter monopolies, as well as 
Philadelphia has just shattered the strong clasp of the egg dealers.

halted by ceaseless public vigilance. 

The worst obstacle to the will of a wise and good autocrat may 
be. and as matter of fact invariably has been, a self-aggrandizing 
bureaucracy, and it is no less a foe to democracy at its best. The 
power that privilege gives, whether in the form of a franchise to a 
capitalist or a chance to learn a trade bestowed by a trade union, or 
the place of a wage earner or a salaried man in public office, must 
have some limitation, voluntary or enforced from without. Unless 
it has, like irresponsible power in every other walk of life, it will 
work havoc. 

There are imperative concessions of former personal rights to 
be made in behalf of new official privileges won. To define the 
precise line is not an easy task, but it must be carried on in the light 
of contemporary facts and not with excess of devotion to ancient 
covernmental codes, however venerable or monumental they may be. 
Office in a democracy means a place of privilege to serve all rather 
than self ora governing group of place holders; and if, in teaching 
privilege its rightful place in the field of office holding, American 
states and cities during the next decade have to use vigorous means 
with men who will yield no advantage already won and remit no 
endeavor to increase their privileges, the sooner the issue is Joined 
the better.
